TH2 WEST INDIA HURRICANE. 

OT 

Uuparallelcd Disasters— Eighty-two 
Vessels Wrecked— Eight Hundred 
Lives Lost — Interesting Details- 
Names ol Iho Lost Vessels, &c, &c. 

The Panama Star and Herald of Ihe 14th 
Xovorabsr lias the following addiiiona! par« 
Honiara of tho groat galo io tho West 

Indies : 

Tbe Royal Mail steamship Solent arrived 
at Aspinwall un tbe 12ih tnat., at 8:15 a. m., 
Iiriiiyliiii mails und passengers from South- 
arr.ptOD. 

Sha bringa also intelligcnco of a fearful 
hnrncino which oecurred nl St. Thomas on 
ihe 20 h ult. TbB L. W. I. & P. S. S. Co.'a 
fino new g (earner Colombian was lost, to- 
pother with Ibe Royal Mail steamships Rhone, 
Wye, don way uui! Dei went, tho two iormer 
wiih great lost) ol life. The lotul number oi 
vessels lost and disabled is ptaied to bo 79, 
und ibo lolul loss ol life 600. Tho destruc- 
tion of property on shore has been very great. 

The Hurricane. 

At 11 a. m, on Iho 2 9 1 h , burnmetor stood 
ni 30 10, at 11:20 o'clock it had fallen to 
27 9U, nl which time n commenced to blow 
lenrlully from southwest until 12:30. when 
ihere was a lull for about fifteen minutes, 
during which the mercury rose lo 28 30; at 
Iho expiration ol the lull Iho wind came 
wiih such force Irom tho oorlh-east as to 
■weep everything beloro it, and so continued 
with unparalleled violeneo until 4 p.m., 
when it moderalod somewhat, but blew 
heavily until about 7 p. m., after whiohjhere 
was a perfect calm. There is not a dwelling 
hou«e on the island that has not suffared, 
and many havo no roofs left. Tho small 
houses of the poor are levelled lo tho ground. 
Over three hundred ond sixty rcrcons are al- 
ready buried, and God only knows how n any 
more are killed, wounded and in limed. The 
lighthouse is totally demolished, together 
with tho gns works, eusometer, &c. Tho 
printing otlico ol the Tidenda was nnroofed 
und rendered so unserviceable thai they 
could not print a list ol tho vessels lo»t for 
ibo usu of Lloyds. A great part of the 
damage done to ibe town was oocusionod hy 
he earthquake, which threw down tho 
houses, wbilo the wind swept the debrtg into 
iho gulhys, und tho town, being huill on a 
nill-side, itie consequenco wus ihut dums 
wpre formed which pp'veDted the naiurnl 
direction of the water flow. Here tho rain 
peedily eolleeietl in large bodies and thfnoe 
hurst forth in irresistible torrents and swept 
iver and inundated a great p rlion of Ihe 
town, fenrlully increasinir the general wreck 
ind damage. Tlio inundation was thus oc- 
casioned hy rain, and not as (ins bo a n staled 
hy oveiQow of the sea. Some thirty or forty 
wrecks encumber ihe harbor, and so great is 
t he damage done to it, Ihui it is believed it 
an nevur again bu vulunblj for commercial 
purposes, la other words, tho harbor is 
ruined. 

It is also stated that owing to Iho immense 

iraoutit ul animal matter — human remains 
and domestic animals — lying amid the ruiiiH 
and rolling in tho tropical heal, that the 
siench ihroughnut the lowo was Intolerable, 
,nd the prevailing opinion is thai the next 
visiiation (and which is inevitable^ will be 
,n epidemic. The *vbole cOeot will be to 
utterly ruiu the island, and almost depopu- 
late it. It is calculated tbnt over f)00 per- 
sona aro drowned alone. Not a suul was 
saved Irom some vresels. The steamer Wye 
lo.-t S3 persons ; the Rhone, at Peier's Is- 
land, lost about 100; thd Camuguoy, 17, 
only one wus saved Irom the Ameur ; tho 
ship Chas Sprague, and nearly eveiy vessel 
in the harbor reported so.no drowned. The 
steamer Colombian sunk with 8000 packages 
of dry goods ; aud ail ihe merchants sul! r hy 
rai i on their gooda through ro- fless bouses, 
The total loss of ife on shore and in the 
haibor is certainly not less than 800. Up- 
wards of eighty vessels were sunk or dis-. 
mantled, nnd a lurno number of smaller 
craft Cestroyed ; thero is nni a lighter left In 
ti o harbor, and nil the wharves and piers are 
broken up. Trio gale lasted about four boors, 
and destroyed, at tho leust calculation, up- 
wards of £8 000. GOO worth of propeny on 
short, alooe. Of iho value of tho vessels de- 
stroyed wo havo ne estimate. 

'Ibo Jamaica Gleaner ol iho Dili inst. pays: 
' Nearly every vestel in the harbor at ihe 
time of the cyclone sank or was driven ashore. 
No wharves, lighter or tug were left in ihe 
port. ' 

" The steamer Colombian was driven upon 
the gridiron, by which ihe crew escaped, and 
the ship LtritiBh Kin piro shortly after weni on 
lop of her ; they were Oolh destroyed. Three 
other ve3sols were on the gridiron and went 
to pieces. 

"The number of lives lost was estimated 
it 800, nnd i ho value ot property destroyed 
in tho town was put down at SIG.000 100. 
No estimate could oo fuimad ol tho value ol 
iho vessels destroyed. 

" li was pioyidenlial that the passengers 
and mails which loft Aspinwall on the 22nd 
alt. for St. Thomas, for the steamship Rhone, 
were not transferred to that ship, ai.d hence 
were saved. Tho Rhone find a few Weal 
India passengers on hoard, ouly two of whom 
were saved. 

" The Douro arrived at St. Tbomafl on th" 
30th ol October, und took tho homeward 
Round passengers on the 3rd inal. On the 
29ih, during the buura of the hurricane, the 
DrJaros com passes were all wrong, the 
needles OL-cillaling in tho most surprising 
manner, but no gale nor shocks ol earthquake 
were felt on board. 

""A Spanish uaptatn win had lost bis ves- 
xel was inMrumunial in saving Irum litly to 
sixty lives, but alior having made aovoral 
successful trips wiibhii boat, ibo luitcr struck 
on a rock, and ibe last load ol nine persuti", 
logeiher wiih tbe gallant fellow, were 
drowned." 

Statement of the Purser of tho Soleut. 

Tho gale, it will be remembered took 
placo on the 29th lilt, Oo tho 28th, tho 
duleot arrived at St. Thomas from Aspinwall, 
with specie, cargo and passengers, io bo there 
uansbipped to tho ill fined Rhone, for 
Southampton, bill i wing lo ihe presenco of 
yellow lever in lb' town, received nrdora to 
pruceed to Perm's I land, and make the 
iruDsler there. Ai six u. in., on the 29'h, 
she loll St Thomas and reuched Peter's In- 
land about hall-past nine, aud i hero found 
ihe lino me with the ship Conway moored 
alongside. Captain Wouiey, of the Ilnono, 
as tho Solent passed, reqnestod that she 
would not come alongside, as, judgiug hy 
he buromeier; ho expected a storm. The 
Solent then steamed efl and anchored about 



a mile and a half off iho island. Boon alter, 
a boat from the Rhone came with orders to' 
Captain Gillies, ol the Solent, to proceed to 
Reef Island where Capluin Woolsey thought 
safer anchorage would be fou d, but Caplain 
Uillies concluded to remain where Iib was. 
About this time, ten a.m., tlio Conway was 
seen to cast off Irom ibe Rhone and Bteara 
away towaids Reef Island, iu wl.irh direction 
she was lost sight of within live minutes, ow« 
ins to tho thickening miBt of wind and rain. 
During this timo tho barometer was fulling' 
rapidly, and Ihe wind increasing from tho 
N.N". W. Tbe Solent niado all sung on 
board, but at eleven o'clock her mizeu-lop 
went over Ihe Bidu. carrying with it uwning, 
stanchions, etc. Al 1Z o'clock at noon came 
a dead calm, during which they olcared 
awny tho wreck, and saw the Rhone steam 
out to sea through Peter's leluud and Dead 
Chest Channel. At half-past 12 thj wind 
suddenly veered round to ihe S.S E., and 
blow with increased violence. The Solent 
then lot go hor other anchor, and shortly 
after hor foremast went ovor the side, snap- 
ped off close to the deck, at tns same instant 
breaking her port cable chain; tbe main-top, 
though housed, was blown into thieo pieces' 
and her mizzen head curried away, tho s lar- 
board padulo box 6mantied nnd tho ship laid 
on hor beam ends broadside lo iho wind. 
Tho engines were all the time kept moving 
ahead to case the strain nn tbe anchor oable. 
Ttn barometer about this lime fell as low as 
27.95. The Cuplam then bent sheet anchor 
on (o another cable u. d .el it go. Tbis per- 
ilous work was done by volunteers, at ibo 
bead whom was Mr Duncan, ihe third officer 
ol Iho ship, who behaved in tho most gallant 
manner throughout. All ihe boats had beon 
stove in or washed away. At two o'clock p. 
m. tho wind began lo decreaso, and in half 
an hnur more tho weather wus so much mud- 
erated that all hands wore put to work clear- 
ing away Ihe wreck. At 4 o'clock p. m. by 
die aid of the glass, the Oonwuy was seen 
high and dry on shore at Torlola, tho wind 
having swept her decks clean of funnels 
masts, boats, and everything of which it 
could take hold. Almost immediately alter 
Ibe Tyno was made out al anchor oil Huna* 
can Island ih much tbe aame con liiion us iho 
Solent. During the night tbero was a iuo- 
oessim nf heavy sqnalls accompanied by ruin 
Next morniog about ten o'clock thd Tyne 
took up her anchor, and steamed within 
Rpeuking distarco ol the Solent, and ihrn Cupt. 
Hole steamed away to reuder a»8ir-tance to the' 
Rhone-. Duals were soon after icen io pull 
offshoro in the Tyne, which vessel pnsenlly 
Bteamed off towards Salt U\nad, where she 
lound tbe Rhone a complete wreck, brokon 
in two about midships, tho nher part high on 
the rocKB, and toe fore, with mast still siand- 
ing, sunk in deep water. Two men nnd a 
boy, who bad lashed themselves to the foro- 
topmast rigging, were ruken off and about 
fifteen others who had flouied on her conp 
and spars to lejward, were afterwards picked 
up on ahure at Torlola aud a,lj .cent rocks. 
Tbe Tyoo then returned to the Suleot, Riving 
her the news and then prnceedeo to St Thorn- 
an. Ou ibe 31st the Solent ai«o reached St. 
Thomas and tboro feund u scene ol desolation 
which beggar, all Oascription.

Tbe new gold lields are progressing favor- 
ably, but the most extraordinary addition to 
the recently discovered mineral wealth of the 
colony are the new copper mines, situated 
within easy oarriage (over on almost level 
country) of a shipping port on the Uulph of 
Carpentaria. The specimens shown consist 
of native copper, red oxides, green carbon- 
ates or malachite, and eulphurets, four pieces 
of which have been assayed at tbe mint ; and 
one piece of native copper, weighing 28 lbs, 
contains 04 per cent of pure copper, while 
two specimens ot green carbonate* show 
upward of 55 und 58 pur cent respectively, 

SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 

The Statistical Register of South Aus- 
tralia, lately published, shown, that the popu- 
lation of the colony amounted at the end of 
last year to about 17(J,000. Tho ecxes, 
though not equal in number, show a loss ino. 
quality than is visible in most oi tho others 
colonies, there being S3 272 males, to 80881 
females. The trade cil the colony in I8u"(> 
suffered in consequence of a defective har- 
vest, of the low prims of wheat, and of tno 
excessive imports from California ur.d Chile 
reducing the price still further. The ex- 
ports of South Australia have lor a long term 
of years consisted mainly ol three staples — 
com, wool and copper.

lore coming to lhl3 COISt. When .Marshall 

discovered gold at Suiter's Mill, now Coloma, 
on the I9lb January, 1818. he declared that 
tbe metal was gold, la; could not prove i', 
his associates d d notlehetO him, and biS 
discovery had had no influence. Tho men in 
tbe neigliuorhood know nothing about gold 
mining, and all, includl ig Marshall, continu- 
ed their labors on tbe mill and mill-race, 
and ordinary woik just as though there h.d 
been no gold In the neighborhood, Never- 
theless, ihey would occasionally pick up bits 
Ol yellow metal in the nice, and us these 
stood ihe tests ol Mrs. Wiemer'a soap koitle 
— the only tests known al Sutter's Mill — the 
men began to feel uneasy, und iwo months 
and u hall alter the duouvery one of tbem, 
named Bennett, came down lo San FraDci-cn 
with some specimens lo pest himself. He 
showed his little ooggets lo some acquaint- 
ances, and one ot them happened to know 
lhat Humphrey had been a gold miner, so 
Bennett WOS t .ken to Dim A lo ut satisfied tbe 
Georgian ot the onurackr of the metal, and 
when he was told that these lumps 
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papers had announced, not to cheer or wel- 
come him. Earl Russell arrived in the earns 
train as the Lord Lieutenant, but waited in 
the railway elation until tho viceregal cortege 
had left, when ho proceeded unmolested to 
his hotel. The suspension is announced of 
Messrs Peter Buchanan & Co., un old and 
respectable mercantilo houso of Glacgow. 
Their transactions have been chiefly in con- 
nection with Canada, and tho absonoe of 
remittances from that colony is stated to be 
the immediate cause of tho difliculty. Some 
considerable losses, however, are understooil 
to Imvo been made iu tea. Tho liabilities 
represent a large amount, but thu exact 6um 
has not transpired, Mr Peter Buchanan, 
who died about fifteen years ago, loft his 
fortune, amounting lo about £180,000 in the 
Grm, The North British Mail states lhat no 
less than from twenty to thirty thousand men 
connected with tho iron trade on tho Clyde 
have been thrown out ol employment owing 
to the Bucoessfui oorapctitiou ol foreign wiih 
homo manufacture. According to tho latest 
telograms the Gist portion ol the expedition 
will be in Abyssinia by 2ud December, nud 
the remainder a month afterwards— rather a 
late dato, even if the weuther remains toler- 
able till Juno.

Tho London 
Army and Navy Gazelle says ihut the Vice- 
roy of Egypt has ordered a corps of 10 01)0 
men to proceed to the frontier of Abyssinia. 
Tho authorities at Cairo lancy that tho 
British expedition to Abyssinia is not half 
largo enough, and say that at least 40.000 
men ougtit to bo sent to make a real impres- 
sion. The Koyal Bank of Liverpool bus 
recently been closed. Tbe institution, it 
is thought, cannot reBUme business, as 
its adairs are in a hopeless condition. 
The Prince Imperial of Franoe hns paid a 
second visit to tho citadel ol Bayonno. He 
was taken over tho northern bastion and ex- 
plained the memorable events of which this 
spot was tho scone in 1814. The Prince then 
asked to see tbe Salles do Police, whero 
some private soldiers were confined lor 
Blight offences. To ihe surprise of the men 
he ordered tbom all to be released.

Admiralty were entertained by Admiral Far; 
ragut on hoard the flagship, Franklin, at 
Portsmouth. Mr Campbell, of tbe firm of 
Campbell & Sons, Liverpool, whose failure 
was recently announced, was arrested, aud 
upon examination hu& bene held for trial on 
tho charge of defrauding the National Hank 
of Liverpool of ten thousand pounds sterling

Tho roport 
was a pure invention ; but tboro woro 
two noticeublo facts about it, — tho 
Parisians accepted it ia a momont as 
a most probablo ovunt, and tho hour* 
geoisie submitted at once to a loss of 
from threo to thirty por cent, on its 
securities.
